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LET NONE OTHER PASS.

Tae CoMMONWEALTH does mnot wish
to appear hypercritical towards the
people of Scotland Neck, but we do
think that our people have let slip some
opportunities that ought to have been
se1zed.

We remember three within the past
dozen years which, had they been
geized in time, Scotland Neck would
have been & much larger town than it
is to-dey with permanent incomes that
it ean never see.

First, the Norfolk and Carolina rail-
road. A citizen .of the community
said to us two years before the road
was built that it was going to be built,
and offered to bring the road by this
town for a thousand doliars, on the
condition that if he did not bring the
road by Scotland Neck he would expect
nothing.

The people here made light of the
matter, but in less than two years the
road bad been surveyed and was in
coursa of construction. They bestirred
themselves then, but it was too late.
"I'he road missed us, to our great incon-
venience hence forth.

Second, the large lumber plant at

Secotland Neck if the proper efforts had
been put forth to do so.

Third, a few years ago Prof, Kinsey,
president of the Kinsey Seminary at
LaGrange, was here prospecting to
move his school here, merging it and
Vine Hill female academy into one.
People said Kinsey was simply adver-
tising his own school and had very lit-
tle idea of coming to Scotland Neck.
It now turns out, however, that he s
going to move his school to Wilson,
and we believe that if our people had
been desperately in earnest for him to
come here he counld have been moved
here ; and his school would bave been
worth a great deal to the town.

We do not mean to say that our peo-
ple have let all the opportunities slip,
but these three they could have utiliz-
ed, we think. We make these observa-
tions in the hope that they may induce
our people to look” more closely at pos-
sibilities in whatever opportunities they
may see in the future.

It is time for us to wake up.

THEY WANTED PLACES.

The farther we get from the last elec-
tion the plainer does it become that the
ruling idea amongst the fusionists was
to get places.

We are more convinced than ever
that motives from clear-cut convictions
of principle entered into the work of
very few of the leaders whose combina-
tion machine now has control of the
State. They had an eye on the main
chance, and 1n most cases worked for
number one. The whole sixty days of
the Legislature was devoted to much of
that kind of work. ;

If the roll-call of the last Legialature
had been made as to who sought elec-
tion and went to Raleigh on purely
patriotic motives, and an honest answer
had been given, there would not have
been a corporal’s guard at the capitol
during the whole seesion to protect the
interests of the State.

No people can stand such a state of
affaira long at once. We believe that
there are freemen enough in North
Carolina who love her interests to recti-
fy this State of affairs; and we believe.
that by wiee management they will do
it at the next election.

Some years ago when the Beotland
Neck knitting mill was built there was
some discussion, we remember, ina bus-
iness meeting of the citizens as to the
beet location. And all were agreed that
it should be located near the railroad.
This was argued from two standpoints :
first, for the facility of shipping, and
second, “to let people who pass on the
cars see what the town is doing—to
show our improvements.”

Both of these reasons for locating the
mills near the railroad were good ones.

We remember, also, that when the
new building was to be erected for the
male school, the same guestion came
up about the location of the school. 1t
was generally agreed that it should be
near the railroad, if possible, at least
within a good view of the railroad.
This was not desired for any special
convenience for shipping students to
and from the school, but slmply “to
let persons passing on the cars see the
building and thus advertise the school.”

This we thought was also wise; but
there are some other things that adver-
tise a town besides the new buildings,
"&c. We reprint below a paragraph
from Press and Printer and ask the
people of Scotland Neck if they can’t
find some meaning suggestions therein.

Read it carefully and then read it
again, and see if you do not think a
little more investment in patronmizing
TaE COMMONWEAETH would pay.

It says:

The local newspaper is the truest rep-
resentative of the town or city in which
it is published. It speaks for and pre-
sents its city, as it were, in a mirror to
all the country. Every day or every
week of the year it proclaims to the
world the merits and demerits of the

place where it 1s published. In a large
measure the city 18 judged abroad by
its local newspaper. If the paper
creates a favoraple impression abroad
and 1z well known, then the city, too,
will enjoy in a measure the same sort
ot reputation. It is not so much the
readers of the newspaper abroad that
give it character and standing as its
exchanges. If the paper obtains a high
place in the esteem of the newspaper
press, the city in which it is published
shares in a considerable measure the
same sort of reputation. If the paper
is of a character to make it otten quot-
ed, the name of its city becomes famil-
iar to the world. By the character of
the local paper the character of its city
is very largely judged by the whole
newspaper press of the country. So,
then, the fortunes of a city are much
involved in its newspaper press.

The character of the local paper is
determined almost wholly by the sup-
port it receives. If the merchants and
business men of its town are liberal, en-
terprising, far-sesing cltizens, who ap-
preciate the value of a local newspaper
and give it a generous patronage, then
it will be worthy of 1ts city. If, on the
other hand, the support given is scant,
then an unfavorable impression of the

town is every day carried to all parts of
the country.

We state a truth when we say that
not a dollar is paid to the well conduct-
ed local newspaper that does not come
back to its city in ten-fold value. We
state another fact when we say that for
presenting to the public nearly all kinds
of legitimate advertising, there is not
another medinm in the world so effect-
ive and so economical as the local news-
paper. The great merchants of this
country who have amassed millions of
wealth, relied on the newspapers almost
wholly for their adyertising.
